same as 1994/95 


The 35 municipalities in Hast- 
ings-Peterborough constituency 
will receive $5,248,700 in pro; 
vincial subsidies for road con- 
striction and maintenance in the 
1995-96 fiscal vear. MPP Elmer 
Buchanan announced. last 
Wednesday ‘ 


The subsidies tor local mu- 
meipalities include: Madoc Vil- 
lage 856.400. Madoc Township 
$423,000. Huntingdon Township 
$354,000, Elvevir and 
Grimsthorpe $202,060 and Tu- 
dor and Cashel SES5.000. 


“The total is 99.9 per cent of 
the 1994-95 subsidy, which was 
$5,253,400." Buchanan said. 


Buchanan made the announce - 
ment on behalf of Transportation 
Minister Mike Farnan. 


These transfer payments tothe 
province s municipal partners 
represent the provinee’s share of 
the cost of building and maintain- 
ing local roads. highways, bridges 
and other structures. 


“The subsidy received by a 
municipality depends on its road 
work plans, its construction 
necds. and its assessment.” 
Buchanan said. “These invest- 
ments i our road systems is, a 
step towards our goal of making 
Ontario's roads the safestin North 
America.” Buchanan said.

Whether disabled or abled, 
people want to make their own 
decisions to prevent losing con- 
trol of their lives. You also lose 
the opportunity to learn from the 
consequences of your own deci- 
SIONS. 

No matter what a person's dis- 
ability may be. they are people 
first, who just happen to have a 
disability of some kind. 

Do you think people wearing 
glasses or people who are short or 
real tall have disabilities?

A new. risk-based system for 
provincial abattoir inspection has 
been developed ensure Ontario 


meat consumers have the “high- 
est standard of protection”. Says 
Elmer-Buchanan, Minister of

While inspectors will continue 
to provide daily inspections; pro- 


viding anti and postmortem in 


spections on evegy animal slaugh- 
tered, the new Audit System ts 
based on some 1.400 nsk ele- 
ments, each weighed according 
tothe likelihood and significance 
of occurrence. The system was 
developed over the past eight 
months in co-Operation with Peat 
Marwick and Thorne (KPMG). 

“We are introducing a com- 
prehensive risk-based inspection 
audit system in response to the 
needs of consumers, and of the 
industry,” Buchanan said. 

Once imtial audits are con- 
ducted on each plant, follow-up 
audits will concentrate on plants 
with the highest inherent risks.

There can be a host of reasons 
including high. interest charges 
which often run about 10 cents for 
each dollar of value of farm pro- 
duction. Other costs which can be 
out of line include machinery in- 
vesiment and depreciation. crop 
costs. hired labour, ete. 

The small change in cost con- 
trol can have a dramatic effect on 
the profitability of an operation 
und often means the difference 
between Struggling and prosper- 
ing. 

For instance, reducing the cost 
by 10 cents per dollar value of 
farm production would mean in- 
creasing the net farm income of 
the average dairyman in the 1993 
analysis by approximately 
$19,000. 

A second measurement of effi- 
ciency often used is capital turno- 
ver expressed in years. Capital 
turnover ts arnved at by dividing 
the total of farm assets by the 
annual value of farm production 

In most dairy operations. this 
willrunat about four to five years 
indicating that it takes five yeurs 
fo turn over the value of the farm 

Farming enterprises with less 
capital investment than dairy have 
a more rapid turnover. Swine far- 
row-to-linish operations, willhave 
@ quicker turnover rate of three

of correspondence received by 
the consultant opposed a special 
aboriginal fishing licence.

Fisheries and Oceans also re- 
ceived strong Opposition to grant- 
ing aboriginal fishing licences. 
An OFAH Access to Information 
Act request revealed more than 
ISO letters were written in oppo- 
sitron to the licences. 

Not One of the letters im the 
material released to the OFAH 
supported issuing special fishing 
licences to the Williams treaty 
natives.

Maple syrup has been around 
for along time. Methods of mak- 


ing. maple syrup have changed ° 


somewhat through the years. but 
HW stl takes 35 gallons of sap 
boiled down for one gallon of

Syrup should be stored in a 
dry. cool place. For family use, 
the smaller containers (quarts and 
half gallons) are recommended. 
if syrup is purchased in gallons. it 
Is wise to remove from the can, 
heat. uw to the boiling point. and 
seal it up hot m glass preserve jars 
with newrubber nngs. In this way 
it keeps well for a long time. If 
maple syrup should ferment 
slightly, 1 may be restored to its

normal flavour by heating it to the

Shop supplies such as nuts, 
bolts. screws, solvents. ete, will 
find their way into the ae repair 
bill. Some shop supply fees can 
represent as much as 15 ne reent 
of the labour charge. You should 
not be billed_for shop miterials 
unless they ardactually required 
for your repair and you should 
not be charged more than their 
actual value.

During review, the MRWC 
discovered: : 

* no regular report was pro- 
duced by the Ministry's Uulity 
Monitoring Information System 
to inform management about by- 
passing, (untreated or only par- 
tially treated sewage discharged 
into watersheds when plants or 
sewer systems cannot handie the 
volume). In addition, the Minis- 
try’s “Table of Currently Avail- 
able Reports” did not lista bypass 
report. The MRWC had to re- 
questa special computer run from 
the information session to obtain 
a report on bypassing which had 
been measured and reported. Ac- 
cording to this report, for the 12 
months ending Dec. 31, 1986, 75 
sewage treatment plants reported 
1,400 instances of bypassing and 
61 million cubic metres of un- 
treated and partially treated sew- 
age. This represents approxi- 
mately three per cent of the total 
volume of sewage treated. 

* all measured bypassing oc- 
currences were not being reported 
to the Information System. In one 


Moira Watershed Action 
; "region, they examined five plan 


files and found information .on 
seven instances of bypassing, to 


talling 5.6 million cubic metres 
which were not included \in th 
information system. 

* bypasses occurmng in the 
sewage collection system, that i: 
prior to the sewage reaching the 
plant, were generally not being 
measured and reported to the in- 
formation system. 

* when bypassing occurred, 
some of the plants did not include 
samples of outflowing sewage 
taken during these times in their 
final, reported samples, while 
other plant operators expressly 
avoided sampling dunng bypass- 
ing. 

“* the published Discharge Re- 
port psovided information on the 
ability of plants to meet Ministry 
requirements for treated séwage 
under normal circumstances when 
bypassing had not occurred. To 
show a complete picture of the 
quality of water returned to lakes 
and rivérs, the Report should also 
have included information on oc- 
currences of bypassing. 

* bypassing is an offence un- 
der the Environmental Protection 
Act if bypassing is considered 
unnecessary and will cause, or 
will be likely to cause adverse 
effects. The Ministry did not, how- 
ever, have definitions “necessary 


bypassing” and “unnecessary by- - 


passing” to aid in the determina- 
tion of whether an offence had 
occurred. 


* The Ministry was also of the 
opinion that bypassing is not a 
spill underthe Environmental Pro- 
tection Act, where bypassing is 
“normal”.
